\ R. JAKOSKY concluded a recent re- 
Yi port te the Bureau of Mines with 
the suggestion that “it would be admir- 
able if adequate provision could be made 
for the placing of mine communication 
and heve such sets ready 


rescue sets 
for use in cases of emergency.” To 


obviate the necessity of maintaining idle 
equipment waiting for something to hap- 
pen, he suggests that the practicability 
of the direct use of radio communication 
in everyday work of the mine is worthy 
of serious consideration. 

“A direct operating use,” he said, 
“must be found in everyday operation 
of a mine. Because of the fact that 
radio can operate effectively and effi- 
ciently when the radiated energy can be 
guided by metallic conductors, the use 
of a simple low-power portable line radio 
set is possible. The installation of a 
line-radio telephone set is simple, it being 
ssary to lay a wire twenty-five 
on the ground and stretch it 
along the wall or roof in a direction 
approximately parallel to “carriers” or 
to couple the set directly to, such con- 
ductors by the use of suitab!, induct- 
As far es actual installation of 
neerned, the line-radio is 
simpler and can be imstalled in much 
quicker time than the present under- 
ground mine telephone with its connect- 
ing wires.” 

“If a real use for such signal ap- 
be found, or rather, if the 
apparatus can be made sufficiently prac- 
ticable as a mine communication appa- 
ratus, it will prove advantageous for thi

“Second. Maintenance and inspection 
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5000 a Year to Dress a"Deb? 
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HEN one of New York’s smartest 

dressmakers announced the other 
day that nobody could dress on less than 
$35,000 a year, a lot of people clutched 
their pocketbook with one hand and held 
up the other hand in horror. 

But not the debutante. Not, either, 
the debutante’s mother in this year of 
grace 1924. Nor, indeed, the debutante’s 
father. They knew that the dress- 
maker's estimate was conservative. “I 
only hope my daughter will cut her 
wardrobe expenses down to $35,000!” 
was the sincere groan of many a pluto- 
cratic parent. 

Of course, when the dressmaker said 
nobody could dress on less than $35,000 
a year, she referred to anybody feminine 
who was “anybody” in New York City. 
Even in Manhattan there are girls who 
spend less than $500 a year for clothes. 
But they are not the girls who get their 
names into the society column. 

To the innocent bystander, however, 
whose name never gets nearer the 
society column than the death notices, 
advertisements and “marriage licenses 
issued today,” that $35,000 remark was 
a smash between the eyes. “How,” said 
the innocent bystander, fingering his 
last dollar-bill, “can any woman not 
only not get along on less than $85,000 
for clothes and incidentals alone—but 
how, on clothes and incidentals alone, 
can she spend so much?” 


HE easiest answer is: “Easily.” But 

after all, that doesn’t tell the innocent 
bystander much about what it’s all for, 
so this innocent bystander galumphed 
up to the source of the hair-raising re- 
mark and asked how come, with specifi- 
cations, explanations and itemized par- 
ticulars. 

She's a surprisingly young and girlish 
person, this Fay Lewisohn who made 
the statement which has ever since been 
causing squawks of dismay. Perhaps it 
is worth noting that the squawks come 
from people—like oneself, for example— 
who haven't anything like $35,000 to 
spend on anything, let alone on clothes, 
“Her establishment is in the most fash- 
jonable-dressmaker section of West 
Fifty-seventh street, which as the initi- 
ate know is at present the ultra fash- 
jonable district for the modistes whose 
clientele is truly exclusive. 

“How can @ woman spend $35,000 a 
year on dre ss?” is the question directed 
at the slim, attractive young woman 
who announces herself as proprietor of 
the place. 

The slim, attractive young woman 
shrugged. “How can she help it?” is 
her answer. 

“Well, but after all-—” 

The modiste smiled. “Oh, I'm talking 
about the woman of wealth and social 
position. Naturally, every one who 
comes to my shop for an occasional 
gown doegn't spend that much on

clothes; perhaps not in a lifetime. f 
myself don’t spend that much on clothes 
in a year. 

“But perhaps you don’t realize that 
there are dozens of women in New York 
today to whom $35,000 as an annual 
outlay for dress, cosmetics and so on, 
is not an extravagance. I know one 
woman who has a yearly contract with 
a modiste for $50,000 worth of clothes. 
There are society women who easily 
spend that much. Just as there are 
people who spend $50 a month for a 
house and others who pay $15,000 a 
year for en apartment. The thing is 
relative, you know.” 

The modiste, it seemed, got a fair 
profit and no more. “It is possible that 
by some lucky chance a women might 
find a cheap dressmaker who would turn 
her out, as well as one whose prices 
were higher. That is an _ unlikely 
chance; but it might happen. However, 
what the society woman wants is a 
quiet, attractive place in which to in- 
spect gowns. She wants to see those 
gowns displayed by refined, high-class 
models. Naturally, both these requisites 
mean high rent and good salaries.” 

Your murmur about the overhead ex- 
pense brought an emphatic nod. 

“Moreover, the very materials in the 
clothes themselves are expensive even 
before the scissors and needle touch the 
goods. Brocades at, say, around $100 a 
yard, send the price of a gown up, 
rather.” 

Rather! 

“There is an East Indian, for example, 
who brings me marvelously embroidered 
silks straight from India. He drapes 
them around the models and they really 
need, oftentimes, very little cutting or 
sewing. But the materials themselve 
are almost museum pieces. Some are 
antiques. And, of course, they are very 
valueble. 

“Another big item in sending up the 
price of a frock is the actual labor 
upon it. Labor in these days and in 
thie city, especially skilled needlework, 
is high. On a first-class gown which 
has many yards of an intricately beaded 
pattern, each bead must be sewn on 
with care so that it won't pull off. These 
patterns often are works of art and it 
requires almost artists to bead them. 
Do you know that the beading on one 
gown, when properly done, may take 
several weeks 7” 

These vere matters worthy of con- 
sideration. But how many of these 
gowns wimld a sure-enough  sociel 
leader need in the course of a year? 
And how much would such a gown cost? 

It depended, naturally, on the taste 
of the patron and the amount of bead- 
ing. “A gown of this type, beautifully 
done, might run into many hundreds of 
dollars. It might be five hundred dol- 
lars, six hundrei—the material itself 
would, of course, be a determining fac- 
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tor. I am speaking, by the way, of a 
gown on which the modiste would make 
a legitimate profit; not of a gown for 
which the modiste would charge every 
dollar she thought she could extort, 

“A debutante may easily spend $35,000 
a year for clothes and really get her 
money's worth. Without being cheated 
by the modiste.” 

You began to see how this was 80. 

“Now, for instance,” the modiste con- 
tinued, “a girl who moves in what is 
known as high society needs about thirty 
evening gowns. She doesn’t plan to wear 
any costume more than two or three 
times; some of them only once. it is 
not tod much to say that thirty evening 
gowns would cost her $9000. 

“She would require 260 pairs of 
stockings These would cost on an 
average, perhaps, $9 a pair; an item of 
$2250 for hosiery alone. Of course, 
some stockings would cost much more 
than $9 a pair.” 


S A matter of fact, a shop in the 

vicinity of Fifth avenue and Forty- 
second street has had on display within 
the year a pair of stockings priced at 
$500. Not $500 each, you understand; 
but $500 for the pair, or $260 each. 
They were perfectly simple black’ silk 
hose, with a large medallion of lace on 
the front. 

The same shop had another pair of 
quite good-looking silk and lace stock. 
ings for §250. 

But the modiste was goin 
her itemized bill of wands canta 
Shoes, she agreed, could cost anything 
you want to spend on them, buj $2000 
wasn't too much for some 
women. A lady who wanted 
her feet to look really chic 
would require, at the least, 
twenty-five pairs of shoes 
and this was a low estimate. 

Hats? Of course, you could 
get a good little hat for $35 
Or you could get ua stunning 
little thing for $100, Any- 
way, the lady would need at 
least thirty hats and she 
could easily spend from $1200 
to $2100 hefore she got out 
of the millinery department 

By this time you begin to 
see that milady has run up 
quite a sizable bill. But the end is by 
no means yet. How about lingerie? How 
about lounging robes for the boudoir? 
How about the perfumes aud powders, 
the creams and other cosmetics with 
which the boudoir dressing table is 
stacked? 


F COURSE, a negligee is whatever 
you please. It is, so to speak, an 
elastic garment. It may be @ cotton 
wrapper or a thing exquisite as sun- 
shine on the sea. The negligee of the

California, the Spaniards who made 
the earlier history of the State, Lita 
Grey is a dazzling brunette with soft 
brown eyes, red lips and the ivory-tinted 
skin common to the Spanish type of 
beauty. She has no uncommon talents, 
but is fond of music and a great lover of 
outdoor sports, jpst the average Cali- 
fornia girl in her ability to enjoy good 
things. She hes been carefully chap- 
eroned by her mother, who also acts as 
her business manager, having signed the 
contract for Lita’s services with Mr. 
Chaplin. Lita brings to the screen a 
fresh, girlish winsomeness that is often 
missing in younger players, and it is 
Chaplin’s belief that she has latent dra- 
matic ability that will make her a leader 
among the screen stars, 

According to Miss Grey and her 
mother, it has been Lita’s fondest hope 
that she would one day become Charlie's 
leading lady, and with this hope in 
mind she has refused various opportu- 
nities that were offered her. 

It was at a dinner party in San Fran- 
cisco that Edna first met Charlie and the 
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land of make-believe beckoned to her. 
The party was given at the home of a 
mutual friend and the vivaciousness 
and beauty of Edna won the attention of 
Chaplin. He invited her to visit his 
studio at Niles, Calif., and have a screen 
test made. It is told that Chaplin him- 
self drove her to the studio the following 
Saturday afternoon, where she donned 
grease paint and faced the camera for 
the first time.

AM advocating no new theory—no 
J untried process My technique of 
radiating the endécrines by gamma rays 
is purely physical action that is well 
known to any well-versed chemist or 
physicist We simply stimulate the 
endocrines to increase activity and hence 
the production of more hormones to 
make up for the deficiency that may 
cause the physical weakness of the brain 
cells, 

The greater number of mental defee- 
tives inherit their deficiency—yet the 
parents may not have been mentally un- 
balanced. If each parent has some de- 
ficient endocrine condition, this complex 
is passed on to the child and may at 
some time result in a lack of correlation 
of the child’s endocrines that causes in- 
sanity. The child may be normal until 
some endocrine change of a major na- 
ture takes place in the body. Then we 
get the old familiar dementia praecox. 
The thing to do then is to restore the 
endocrine balance once more, get them 
functioning normally again, and we can 
cure the child, 

There are a great many “queer” folks 
who never get us far as the sanitarium. 


How many of us do not have our little 
eccemtricities, nervous spells, and. like 
disturbances at times? If we examine 
ourselves carefully, we will find that 
there is some endocrine disturbance. 
When we don’t “feel well” we are apt 
to become irritable. Well, then, insan- 
ity that is of a nature requiring com- 
mitment to an institution is the same 
condition in an exaggerated way. 

Sometimes it is very hard to draw the 
line. It just depends on how badly the 
endocrine balance is upset. There is no 
telling what kind of complex may result 
from faulty endocrine. It may be a mild 
form of brain inaction—plain stupidity 
—or it may be an absolute clogging of 
the tissues between the brain cells, pre 
venting the passage of nerve impulses, 
thus causing downright imbecility. 

We have made a fetish of the mind 
control long enough. Let us now 
place the situation on a rational basis, 
as that of chemistry change. There is 
ample evidence to warrant these asser- 
tions. We have had the experience in 
our own clinic here in New York. Others 
may do likewise. There is no secret to 
my technique. Perhaps other workers 
will develop better methods than I have 
discovered, but I do know that by my 
technique, known as radiendocrination 
we can very promptly correct endocrine 
deficiency, and by so doing, correct the 
physiological and pathological condi. 
tions resulting therefrom. 

ONE would think that the splendid 
work of Banting with insulin, Ken. 
dali with thyroxin, Abel with pituitrin 
and Takamini with adrenalin would stir 
the profession to efforts along these lines 
in connection with mental aberration, 

It isn’t necessary to cage the mental 
weakling in order to keep him froin 
doing harm—such incarceration belongs 
to the days of witcheraft—science has 
discovered the remedy and before long 
we shall have clinics to treat these un 
fortunates, just as we have clinics for 
the treatment of those suffering from 
other physical diseases,
